LETTER IltOM MUKKltKEiBOaO. 

Ml'KFREESIIORO, May 30. 
The army has been for a week past all sus- 
j pense. The successes of Grant in the neigh- 
I borhood of Yicksburg would, it was believed, 
| lead to the weakening of the enemy on our 
I front in the effort to check the tide of victory 
that threatened the overthrow of the South- 
ern Gibraltar itself. It wa3 known on the oc- 
cupation of Jackson by Grant that troop3 to a 
considerable number had left our front and 
were hurrying forward to reinforce theenemy. 
To what extent this exodus had been going 
cn, it was impossible to learn with any de- 
gree of accuracy, as information had to he 
gleaned from the reports of observations male 
by deserters and refugees before leaving the 
rebel lines. Deserters, however, are not al- 
ways reliable, for two reasons: 1st. SpiWcom- 
ing to our lines invariably represent them- 
selves as deserter?, and, after being released 
on some plausible statement of being con- 
scripted and carried from their homes by force, 
return to the enemy to report the results of 
their observations while within our lin?s. 
3d. They are invariably soldiers, ani possess 
few facilities for learning anything reliable 
concerning rebel designs or movements. 

The statements made, however, concurred 
in representing that three brigades had been 
sent by Bragg to Jackson. Johnston, in the 
neighborhood of Jackson, was calling vigor- 
ously for troops; the President of the Confed- 
eracy promised the retainers at Vicksburg 
100,000 men if they wou'.d hold the city fif- 
teen days; the Governor of Mississippi, in a 
powerful and impassioned address, entreated 
and beseccbed the people of the State to fly 
to arms; the railroads were employed in 
transporting farces from South Carolina, 
and Georgia; and the fate of the Confederacy 
hung it seemed on the result at Vicksburg. 
In this condition of things, it seemed highly 
probable llint the enemy on our front would 
be materially weakened ere now, and thit 
the bulk of Bragg's army would be lrirled 
against Grant, unless a demonstration on the 
part of Gen. Rosecrnns checked the exodus. 

The army was placed under marching orders 
and it was jubilant over the prospect of some- 
thing active. The time specified for the move- 
ment to begin found it still quiet. Speculation 
was rife; the anxiety increased; the news- 
papers failed to instruct as to the probable turn 
affairs would take; and in painful suspeuss we 
awaited developments. Orders again came, 
and all that came of them was a reconnoissancc 
by the 19ih Illinois in the direction of Hoover's 
Gap. Heavy skirmishing ensued, which last- 
ed for some lime, with a loss to the enemy of 
two killed and a large number wounded, who 
were carried off by their comrade. The re- 
connoi=sance elicited the facta, that, during 
the night preceding the arrival of our forces, 
a brigade of four regimenU of infantry had 
arrived at the Gap, and that a Georgia regi- 
ment of mounted infantry lay a short distance 
this side. It was reported by tha citizens in 
the vicinity that the enemy had strengthened 
all his outposU. This advance of troops indi- 
cates either a desire to engage our attention 
and cover the passage of troops southward, or 
an attempt to draw us out and toll us forward 
by degrees to Tullahoms. 

Large numbers of deserters are constantly 
coming in, and represent that there are hun- 
dreds of Kentuckians and Tennesseeans who 
will embrace the first opportunity of escaping 
to our lines. They say that a short time since 
a regiment of Tennessecanson duty near their 
lines lost by. desertion over a hundred men in 
one night, who secreted themselves in the 
cedar glades with the design of escaping by 
night to our liries. Quite a number of these 
men have come in and surrendered to our 
pickets. I do not doubt from reports made by 
these deserters that there are latent symptoms 
of disaffection in the rebel ranks, which, not 
now of a formidable character, are rapidly 
permeating the mass ©f the rebel army. 

Successes attending the advance of this 
army, such as have crowned the cfforU of 
Gen. Grant, will ripen this aversion into such 
a wholesale desertion that the efficiency of the 
rebel army will, by the operations of elements 
within iUelf, be totally destroyed. I know 
that statements of a similar character have 
been made heretofore and proven unreliable, 
but the evidences of disaffection are t>o patent 
not to challenge a good share of public cre- 
dence. If the South has enlisted in other 
States as thoroughly as she has in Tennessee 
her fighting population, the mo3t vigorom en- 
forcement of the conscription will fail to 
materially recruit her decimated arm:e3. You 
can scarcely find a family in Tennessee that 
has not contributed a member, and in many 
cases every male at all ablo to carry a musket 
to swell the armies of the South. In a trip of 
eleven days through the country to our left, 
passing through JIcMinnville, Smithvillo, 
Liberty, Alexandria, Lebanon, and other 
towns, I found very few men at home capable 
of enduring the privations of a soldier. Those 
I did Bee were exempt on account of having 
furnished two or three sons to the cause, and 
are permitted to remain at home to till a few 
acres of land, the proceeds of which will also 
go to Iced the rebel armies. 

If the conscription at the North furnishes 
men who will battle as bravely ani serve as 
faithfully as do the men now in the field, the 
days of the Confederacy are numbered. It is 
impossible for the South to recruit her armies 
in the same proportion that ours can bo 
strengthened; and even if she could, it would 
be to the neglect of her agricultural and man- 
ufacturing interests, which, disregarded, re- 
moves the prop which supports her. 

On Monday morning last, C. L. Yallandig- 
ham was delivered to the enemy. He was 
accompanied by Mnj. Wiles, Provost Marshal, 
Cant. Goodwin, his Assistant, Col. McKibben, 
and Lieut.-Col. Ducat In conversation on 
the way out to the lines, he wa3 very talka- 
tive, and explained fully and clearly his views 
on the war, and his scheme for restoring the 
Union. He avowed himself as firm and un- 
swerving a Union man as any in America. 
He opposed the prosecution of the war in the 
honest earnest belief that the attempt to coerce 
the disaffected States and restore the Union by 
a bloody and devastating war would prove 
unavailing. He did not believe in the efficacy 
of war as a meanBof settling disputes between 
the sections, allied and related as the North 
and South are. He looked upon war as cal- 
culated to embitter the antagonism existing 
between the sections, and estrange the people 
of the South so thoroughly as to render the 
restoration of the Union almost an impossi- 
bility. He said that in exile he would not be 
heard lifting his voice or his arm againt the 
Federal Union. One of the gentlemen accom- 
panying him remarked that the arbitrament 
of war nad been chosen by the South ; that 
Ehe had given the Government but one alterna- 
tive: that of testing the question of dismem- 
berment by war, or of passively permitting 
the Union to crumble. 

The Government had chosen war, and the 
nation sustained the choice. He then asked: 
"While the country is thus pouring out iu 
blood and treasure, exhausting its resources of 
both in the struggle for life, is it prudent to 
tolerate expressions and entreaties on the part 
of men opposed to war, calculated to weaken 
the arm of the Government by disheartening 
the people, discrediting the Government 
finances, and inveighing against the policy of 
the Administration? All of these resulu his 
speeches and acts conduced to. Was his ar- 
rest, then, not justifiable? 

Vallandigham replied that he understood 
the war to be prosecuted in vindication of the 
free principles of the Constitution ; that those 
principles had been violated in his arrest; and 
that the Constitution iUelf failed to command 
respect. If the war sacrificed our liberties as 
it threatened to do, it was not worthy of sup- 
port. If it WB3 to be prosecuted in disregard 
of the rights guaranteed by it to citizens, and 
discussion repressed, then his arrest was pru- 
dent add justifiable. 

These patches of conversation I relate more 
as indicative of the designs and feeling3 of the 
man, by which he purposes to regulate his 
conduct South, and from which he expresses 
his determination not to swerve. The rebel 
Colonel to whom onr officers proposed to de- 
liver the prisoner declined at first to receive 
him without first consulting Gen. Bragg. Af- 
ter some discussion, in which bis scrnples 
were silenced, he consented to send a guard 
outside the pickeU to receive the prisoner. 

Vallandigham was accordingly driven be- 
yond the videttes, and, in proximity to the 
rebel pickets, delivered to a single cavalry- 
man, to whom he said, calling at the same 
time Capt. Goodwin's attention to the words: 
"Sir, I am a citizen of the State of Ohio, 
United States of America. I am here within 
your lines, contrary to my will and wish. I 
am your prisoner; do with me as you wish." 

Refugees, lately arrived, report having seen 
him in Shel by ville.where he is the guest of Gen. 
Bragg. The report of what he says, Bent you 
by telegraph, comes from a lady refugee, who 
brings valuable information concerning rebel 
movemenU. I think that the army will not 
long remain inactive. QUILL.

Thr Iiuiam< ix Mi.hssota. — The St, Paul 
correspondent of the Chicago Tribune, under 
date of the 26th, says: 

Joseph Demara, son of the interpreter at 
Fort Abercrombie, arrived at that post on the 
17th direct from Devil's Lake, where he saw 
Little Crow, the leader of the hostile Indians. 
Some of the Indians are for peace. Standing 
Duffalo and Sweet Corn, two prominent chiefs, 
are trying to bring about peace, and advise 
the YanktOD3, who are the strongest branch 
of the hostile Sioux, not to fight. Standing 
Buffalo says if he thought the President would 
not harm him he would surrender. He is 
going to Fort Geary to have Gov. Dallas write 
thi3 to the President. Little Crow is still for 
war. His band has plenty of fool and am- 
munition. They intend to conceal themselves 
until the expedition passes, and then approach 
tbe settlements iu the rear. The Indians think 
all who gave themselves up last fall were 
killed. They have four white captives, two 
of whom are girls. Little Crow and his party 
of warriors visited tbe Ree Indians, to induce 
them to join in the war. The resalt was a 
fight, and eight of Little Crow's band wcro 
killed. This is the latest and most authentic 
news that has been received from the hostile 
Indians, and confirms previous reporU of dis- 
sensions among themselves.

Advance of Gen. Leo Rumored in 
Washington ! 

[Special to the Louisville Journal.) 

Cixciknati, June 2. 

The Commercial's Washington special says 
considerable excitement prevailed last night 
at Alexandria and vicinity. The demonstra- 
tion on Saturday, resulting in the capture of 
a train of cars by the enemy, was probably 
the original cause of the excitement. 

Csptains lioyd and Bailey of the Lincoln 
cavalry started from Berrysville a few day. 
ago with two companies, crossed the Shenan- 
doah at Berry ford, and skirted along the Blue 
Ridge Mountain to Snicker's Gap, and then 
crossed the country between the Gap aud Fair- 
fax Courthouse where they arrived on Sunday. 

It had been reported that a considerable force 
of the enemy's cavalry was hovering about 
the Blue Ridge, but no signs of them were 
discovered. The enemy's pickets have almost 
entirely disappeared on the Rappahannock, 
but few being seen yesterday. 

Barksdale, of the Mississippi brigade, has 
left the vicinity of Fredericksburg. From 
what can be learned reliably from the front, 
there seemsOo be no doubt that the Confeder- 
ates are shifting positions, and indications are 
that they have moved a considerable force np 
the river in the direction of Culpepper. 

Persons who have heretofore prophesied 
accurately as to the moves of the Confederates, 
says the Star, indicate the belief that the third 
battle upon tho bloody ground of Manassas 
ncay shortly occur. 

Col. Birney, from the amy of the Potomac, 
and brother of Gen. Birney, has been pro- 
moted to be a Brigadier-General, and assigned 
to the command of colored troops. It is ex- 
pected he will be placed over troops to be 
raised in this vicinity. This selection has 
been made on the recommendation of Secre- 
tary Chase. 

The War Department was advised this morn- 
ing ot the capture of three negroes by Marshal 
Mcrhail, of Baltimore, on the IDthult., on the 
Philadelphia turnpike road, charged with 
Laving in their possession a lot of contraband 
gcods with which they were oa their way to 
the States in rebellion. They were sent to the 
Old Capitol prison. 

Tbe city election passed off quietly to-day. 
Both candidates were up as unconditionally 
Union, tut the mo6t conservative one wa3 
elected Collector.

Wasuixotox, June L 
The bonds have been deposited for the Na- 
tional Banks at Cleveland and Chicago, and 
the preliminary papers filed for a bank with 
$400,000 capital at Pittsburg. 

Gen. Hunter has been removed from the 
Department of the South. Gen. Gilmore suc- 
ceeds him. 

Other important changes are expected in 
the same Department. 

The President's assistant private secretary, 
John Hay, late Colonel on Hunter's staff, U 
now returning to Washington. 

In consequence of tho death of the younger 
Cberles Carroll, of Carrollton, the Carroll es- 
tate is now being settled up. Of 300 slaves 
belonging to the estate all but 110 have run 
away. The appraisers on Saturday valued 
these at five dollars a piece, while a leading 
slave dealer of Baltimore declared he would 
not give 500 dollars for the whole lot. This is 
the most remarkable illustration yet brought 
cf the decrease in the value of slave property 
in Maryland. 

Ciscixsati, June 2. 

General Order Ho. 84. 

General Burnside prohibits the circulation 
of the New York World in this Department, 
and suppresses the Chicago Times. 

Brig. Gen. Ammer, commanding in Illinois, 
is charged with the execution of the latter 
part of this order. 

Gen. Burnside leaves for Hickman Bridge 
to-day. 

Governor Tod appeared before the Fairfield 
County Court of Common Pleas yesterday, 
in obedience to his recognizance of the writ 
of Dr. Olds, and by his attorney filed a mo- 
tion that, es the chief executive officer of the 
State, he was not liable to arrest, . and, until 
he vacated his office, either by expiration of 
term or impeachment, he could not be pun- 
ished, and that the case should be removed 
to the Federal courts under the provisions of 
an act of Congress of last session. The Gov- 
ernor's case was continued by consent, he 
entering into a new recognizance to appear at 
the next term of the court. 

Colonel Cornyn defeated General Roddy at 
Florence, Ala, on the 27th ult , capturing 8 
effictrs, 100 men, 400 mules, and 300 negroes. 
Marching northward, Cornyn destroyed foun- 
deries, mills, and everything useful to the en- 
emy. 

New York, June 2. 

The steamer Creole, from New Orleans 24th 
alt., arrived this morning. 

A despatch in the Era of the 24th, dated 
Port Hudson Plains, May 2'2d, says, yesterday 
Augur's whole division engaged in a nine 
hours fight on Port Hudson Plains, 4 miles in 
rear of Port Hudson, on the Buyou Sara road. 

The rebels were thoroughly whipped and 
left a large number of killed and wounded on 
the field. The rebel General, Gardner, sent in 
a flag of truce at midnight asking permission 
to bury his dead. We took one thousand 
prisoners. 

The enemy was driven three miles from his 
first position, and General Augur bivouack- 
ed on tbe field of battle. Our loss was 12 
killed and 5C wounded. The HCth New York 
and 2d Louisiana suffered most. Our men 
fought with great bravery. 

New Yobs, June 2. 

The Herald's Washington despatch states 
that intelligence received through rebel chan- 
nels says that Vicksburg has fallen.

VST Our special despatches^ from Washing- 
ton announce that General Hunter has been 
relieved of the command of the Department 
of the South. This i3 welcome intelligence. 
The despatches add that other important 
changes arecvpected in the same Department. 
We :ru3t the expectation will not be defeated- 
•Cerlainly there are a great many other im- 
portant changes that are wofully needed in 
the same Department. 



"We invite the attention of Kentuck- 
ians in general and of the Kenturkians of the 
First and Second Districts in particular to the 
Btirring call of Colonel Starling and his asso- 
ciates which we publish elsewhere. Never 
were men called to a nobler service by 
worthier leaders. 

Of the service we need only i ay that it is the 
defence of the homes and altars of Kentucky 
from her own and the country's foe. It is the 
service adapted above all others to kindle a 
consuming zeal in the breasbj of true Ken- 
tuckians. The service speaks most eloquently 
for itself. 

And so indeed do the leaders in the prossnt 
instance. We need only mention them. Col- 
onel Starling belongs to a family whose name 
is the very synonyme of chivalry. His own 
high qualities of character and of mind arc 
■well known to the people of Southern Ken- 
tucky. He is a chief of whom any regiment 
would be proud. Colonel Starling's associates 
liave both seen honorable service in this war, 
Lieutenant- Colonel Weir as a Captain in the 
11th Kentucky Regiment, and Major Bristow 
as a Captain in the 17th Kentucky. They 
have served with brilliant distinction. Truer 
men or more gallant soldiers the loyal ho3ts 
do not contain. They are of the very flower 
of the grand army of the West. 

Called by such leaders to such a service, the 
brave sons of Southern Kentucky will rally as 
if fired by a personal devotion. They will 
make the cause of Kentucky and of the coun- 
try their own in act as it is already in every 
other respect. We invoke them to do so. 
And we earnestly eitend the invocation to the 
sons of Kentucky everywhere. 



"General Burnside has established his 
headquarters for the Army of the Ohio at 
Hickman Bridge, on the Kentucky River, 
Eouthof Nicholasville. This means definitely 
that Central Kentucky is to be defended from 
further raids and that the war must for the 
future be carried forward upon insurgent soil. 
Near to these headquarters Gen. S. S. Fry has 
located bis camp of rendezvous and instruc- 
tion for the twenty thousand new levies from 
our State, and everything indicates a most 
vigorous carrying out of that active policy 
■which |the best interests of the government 
and of humanity and the wishes of the loyal 
people of the country so imperatively demand 
The assignment of Major General Hartsuff to 
the command of the 23d army corps, compris- 
ing all the troops in Kentucky except the 9th 
corps and Carter's Division, now in the ad- 
rance near Somerset, is another assurance 
that work is at hand, for he is one of the most 
efficient officers in the army, and will never 
allow the grass to grow under his feet while 
an enemy is to be followed or a foe to be 
crushed. Throughout the interior of the State 
recruiting officers are busily engaged in 
raising squads, companies, and battalions, 
and all have orders to report promptly to 
Camp Speed Fry. We read in the papers 
the patriotic appeals of Colonels George 
H. Dobyns, T. K. Hackley, J. Speed Peay, Ed- 
ward Starling, and others, who have already 
seen service, and they all show that the day 
of deliverance is hastening tor our mountain 
counties when there will not be a rebel to in- 
fest them from the waters of the Kentucky 
to the Tennessee line. Many portions of our 
State have er.jojed comparative security, 
which ha3 been the result of the patriotic self- 
sacrifice of the men of the southern and south- 
eastern tier of counties: fully two years since, 
these noble fellows, upon the first invasion of 
cur soil, rushed to arms, were organized into 
regiments, and sent wherever duty called or 
orders pointed. Their homes since then have 
been desolated, but they purchased exemp- 
tion for more fortunate localities, and it is now 
time to return this good service in kind. 
Let the yeomanry of our central regions join 
the new regiments of mounted infantry and 
riflemen, the most pleasant and effective arm 
of the service, and aid to clear the whole State 
of marauding bands, and restore the home3 of 
the exiles to all tLe blessings of peace. This 
will be a noble repayment for all they have 
suffered from rebel conscription and guerilla 
robbery I 

Gen. Burnside has now adopted the policy 
■which has been urged by the leading men of 
the State ever since the rebellion fir3t broke 
ont, and placed the defense of Kentucky on 
.Kentucky soil with his headquarters in the 
very centre of our population. Had this been 
done immediately after the rebel defeat at Mill 
Spring and the death of Zollicoffer, there is 
no calculating what misery, loss, and des- 
olation would have been averted from us. 
But we do not feel like complaining for 
the past when there is so much to 
cheer us in the bright auguries of the fu- 
ture. Let the soul of every Kentuckian re- 
joice that the true line of conduct has at last 
teen decided upon and that Burnside with his 
noble army will soon be ready and in force 
to march conquering and to conquer 
into the very heart of East Tennes- 
see, where he can co-operate on the 
left of Rosecrans's army of the Cumber- 
land, and together sweep like an avalanche 
upon the rebellion. This important move- 
ment must be aided by individual effort every- 
where. There are too many drones around 
our towns and villages; too many listless 
spectators nf the great drama of war who ought

Fashion. — Fashion' ist he conservator of 
society throughout the civilized world. It 
regulates the habits, customs, and deportment 
of patrician and plebeian — peer and parvenu. 
Barrington quaintly but truthfully remarks 
in his "Sketches'" that ' dress has a corre- 
sponding influe nce upon address.'' When the 
dress is coarse, careless, and begrimed— the 
beard unshaven, the hair unkempt, and the 
hat "shocking bad," the effect produced is 
coarse conversation, careless habits, and un- 
polished deportment. A well-dressed person 
is disposed to the gcnteol and gravitates to 
the polite; for it would be vastly inconsistent 
with theattiie to be otherwise, no matter how 
coarse the natural instinct may be. 

Society in general tolerates the well-dressed 
person and repudiates the contrary, no matter 
whether the latter be the result of studied ec- 
centricity or weakness of habit. But there is 
a vast distinction between the male dandy 
and the gentleman, equally so between the fe- 
male dandy and the lady, so far as dress is con- 
cerned. Fashion, in tho exercise of arbitrary 
power.regulates the temporary custom of dress, 
and all submit to the exaction as a necessity 
of socinl law. Tho serving-girl spends her 
hard-earned wages iu imitation of the refiued 
dress of her mistress. What becomes the one 
is ill- fitted for the other. The happy contrast 
of color, the well-chosen garment of taste, is 
travestied in the flaunting ribbons, the gor- 
geous flowers, and the loud pattern of the 
imitator. 

As a general rule, there is more excuse for 
carelessness in dress in man than in woman. 
The cares end vicissitudes of business, and the 
many reverses which fortune brings upon man, 
are frequent apologists for unwonted neglect 
in him; while a slattern can have no refuge 
from the odium necessarily entailed. The 
wife generally exercises a healthy influence 
in this 'regard over the husband. The most 
palpable instance of this kind was publicly 
noticed in the case of the late Senator Douglas. 
Previously to his marriage with Miss Cults, of 
Washington, Judge Douglas was the incarna- 
tion of the sloven. Hardly had he mated a 
day, when the public was agreeably surprised 
to find him the pattern of neatness. The dirty, 
careless statesman was translated into the well- 
clad, dignified Senator. All who remember 
this transformation must admit the benefit of 
the change. 

Among the well-known and distinguished 
authors of the day, Willis was ever the grand, 
great dandy of the literati. He was always 
"on his shape." Tall, well-moulded, graceful 
in the extreme, his dress was faultless, and his 
style unexceptionable. His hair clustered in 
silken curls about a well-shaped head, betok- 
ening the genius of his character; and he 
would have passed current for the modern 
Adonis, were it not for a gait at once finical 
and dandyish. Now that he is in the "sere 
and yellow leaf," he still struggles with the 
decay which time has wrought, clinging with 
fondness to the timo long past, and in blissful 
forgctfulness of the crow's-feet and^wrinkles of 
his face. 

Greeley, the sage philosopher of Graham 
bread, Fourierism, and Abolition, owes half 
his reputation to the battered hat and old 
white coat 30 well and persevcringly worn by 
him. His gait is almost without comparison — 
something between a stringhalt and a spavin; 
and he shambles along, looking for all the 
world like a street beggar or an innate of the 
pocrhouse on the rampage. Benevolent indi- 
viduals, ignorant of his identity, are said to 
force coppers into his hands, in the exercise 
of the great spirit of charity. His wife is re- 
ported occasionally to steal away his torn un- 
whisperables, substituting another pair, while 
the abstruse philosopher is ignorant of the 
change. It would be safe to wager a basket 
of Heidsick that no one would imagine, seeing 
Greeley perambulate Broadway, that such a 
miserable looking, wretchedly-clad individual 
was the learned pundit of the Tribune, and the 
generalissimo of the famed "first battle of Bull 
Run." 

Fitz Greene Halleck presented the appear- 
ance of anything but the ideal of a poet. 
William Cullen Bryant assimilates the imag- 
inary personal of a Bank President, Secretary 
cf an Insurance Company, or a well-fed and 
successful merchant in hides and tallow. Gen. 
George P. Morris is a rotund, bluff buck, of 
the old school — more like a city Alderman 
ttan a poet; although his pleasant face might 
indicate the charitable propensity which in- 
duced him to intimate to the "woodman" that 
it would be highly and eminently proper to 
"spare that tree." 

The pictorials now-a-days are busy in pub- 
lishing the counterfeit presentments of the 
great military, naval, and civil heroes of the 
day. There was a time when the same wood 
cut would answer for the portrait of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, or Polly Bodine. Nousavoni 
changee tout cela. General Grant's phiz 
would never answer for Sherman, nor Rose- 
crans for Burnside. Hunter would never do 
for Sigel, nor Sickles for Fremont. This is 
now the fashion of literature, and the public 
taete is confused between the stories of Bou- 
nd's Ledger and the portraits in Harper and 
Leslie. 

One of the remarkable incidents of fashion 
in thi3 country is the difference which its vo- 
taries exhibit in drcS3. A New Yorker dress- 
es differently from a Philadelphian or Bosto- 
nian; while a Baltimorean is an admixture of 
all three — both in male and female attire. 
Louisville is said to be the city of pretty wo- 
men and mocking birds — a curious association 
of beauty and ornithology. There is certainly 
a plethora of mocking-birds, who whistle their 
plcgiarisms in almost every barber shop and 
saloon ia the city. But of pretty women there 
can never be a surfeit — the more the merrier; 
and Louisville can really boast of her female 
beauty. One of the fashionable eccentricities 
of the Louisville ladies is the universal don- 
ning of the little, saucy, gypsey hat, which has 
become epidemical to a degree. It sets off and 
well becomes a youthful, budding girl, but is 
abhorrent upon the face of age. The staid, 
stately, three story and attic bonnet is sadly in 
the vocative among the mature, who persist- 
ingly and viciously adopt thi3 little gypsey 
hat, to the damage of the patent-right of youth. 

As a safeguard to this peculiar institution of 
Louisville, would it not be a good suggestion 
to petition the Common Council for a protec- 
tive ordinance— punishing by severe penally 
any married woman or female of uncertain 
age who wears a gypsey hat, unless it be a 
bride pending the honeymoon?

Yet! are avfare. that an Editor is expected to 
answer correctly questions that may arise in 
the mini's of his readers, either in political 
theological, or agricultural science. Wishing 
j ou, or some other person compstcnt to the 
task, to answer some questions of general in- 
terest, we hope you will publish the answers 
in your widely circulated Journal. 

Are those persons who have left Kentucky, 
gene South, joined the rebel army, taken an 
oath to support the Southern Confederacy, 
but got tired of the bargain and returned 
voluntarily or as prisoners, ami taken the oath 
of allegiance to the United States, — ire such 
persons entitled to all the privileges of the 
elective franchise? Will the mere takinz an 
oath to be true to the United States and Ken- 
tucky, purge them ef treason, and restore 
them to their former condition ? A mild rem- 
edy for such a formidable disease! 

There were a number of cases of this kind 
before the judges at the May election, and all 
were allowed avote which we thought wrong; 
bnt, eccording to the "Protest" of Campbell, 
Lellyett, and others, they were right. 

Please give the desired information, with 
the particular sections of law, or the re:ison3 
why such persons should not vote, that the 
judges may be guided aright at the August 
election, and oblige, yours, he, C. 

To the question of our correspondent, we 
answer: No. The law governing the case is 
as follows: 

Sec. 1. He it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That 
tuiy citizen of this State who shall enter into 
the service of the so-called Confederate States, 
in cither a civil or military capacity, or into 
the tervice ef the so-called Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Kentucky, in either a civil or 
military capacity, or having heretofore en- 
tered such service of either of the Confederate 
States or Provisional Government, shall con- 
tinue in such service after this act takes effect, 
or shall take up or continue in arms against 
the military forces of the United States or 
State of Kentucky, or shall give voluntary 
aid and assistance to those in arms against 
said forces, shall be deemed to have expatria- 
ted himself, and shall no longer be a citizen of 
Kentucky, rrsr shall lie again be a citizen, 
except by permission of the Legislature, by a 
gt neral or special statate. 

Sec. 2. That whenever a person attempts, or 
is called on to exercise any of the constitu- 
tional or legal rights aud privileges belonging 
only to citizens of Kentucky, he may be re- 
quired to negative on oath the expatriation 
provided in the first section of this act; and 
upon his failure or refusal to do so, shall not 
be permitted to exercise any such right or 
privilege. 

Sec. 3. This act to be of force in thirty days 
from and after its passage. 

The act was passed on the lltii of March in 
1862. Our correspondent will observe, that, 
according to this law, the persons he describes, 
if they entered the rebel service or continued 
in it after the law went into effect, can be 
absolved by nothing short of an act of the 
Legislature. An oath of allegiance does not 
touch the case.

HFZr The recent fight which Col. Jacob k\i 
■with John Mcr an tear Narrow Horse-;) o 
Bottom, a quarter of a mile from tho Cumber- 
land river, r.r.J about twelve miles above ilon- 
ticello, in Wayne county, was much more de- 
structive to the rebels than \va3 at first sup- 
posed. Tho los3 in killed has been definitely 
sscertained to be one hundred and fifty-3even, 
while the wounded are variously estimated at 
from three hundred and fifty to five hundred. 
It is certain that nearly every house in the 
neighboring valley contains disabled rebels. 
Our correspondent "Fidler" gives an excellent 
account of this fight, but hU information in 
seme respects is incorrect. The force of four 
hundred and fifty men had been sent out by 
Col. Jacob to reinforce a party of one hun- 
dred who had gone on an expedition to break 
up a desperate band of guerillas. They were 
completely successful in thtir object, but fell 
in with the advance guard of Morgan's main 
aimy, when they retired in excellent order and 
fighting desperately. Capts. W. Wiltsie, of the 
Twentieth Michigan Infantry, WiUon,ofthe 
Twelfth Kentucky Cavalry, and Searcey, of 
the Ninth Kentucky Cavalry, led their men 
with great gallantry. The fight wa3 in the 
open field of Coffey's, just out3ide of the Nar- 
rows of Horse-shoe Bottom, and was desper- 
ately contended for against Morgan's whole 
force for fifty-five minute?, nftcr the gallant 
T.oy^md previously almost destroyed Clie- 
It's and Chike's force, and forced them to 
a point of surrender, which would have been 
accomplished had it not been for tho timely 
aid of Morgan. A demand for an uncondi- 
tional surrender was sent in to Col. Jacob by 
Morgan, which having been promptly refus- 
ed, he carried his whole force to the north side 
of the river to rejoin his main command, and 
Morgan did not feel the least disposition to 
follow, but, it is understood, returned to Mon- 
■iiccllo. No men could have behaved better 
than the Twelfth Kentucky Cavalry aud the 
Twentieth Michigan Infantry. Thii spirited 
affair unquestionably prevented Morgan from 
effecting a contemplated raid into onr State, 
for prisoners state that he acknowledged that 
the desperate resistance at the Narrows had 
completely frustrated all hi3 plans. 

Tekkible Accident— Several Persons Kill- 
ed. — About half-past five o'clock last evenicg 
the two-story brick building formerly occu- 
pied by DufEcld & Co., on Sixth street, between 
Main and the river, but lately used as a grain 
warehouse by the Government, fell in with an 
awful cresh, burying beneath its ruins several 
persons employed in storing away grain at 
the time of the catastrophe. The wall on the 
outside firstgavc way, suddenly, and the upper 
ttory and roof was precipitated imme lia'elyin 
one great pile of bricks and timbers. About 
tliirty persons, as near as could be ascertained 
in the confusion and excitement last night, 
were at work inside the building when it fell, 
and it is supposed that about half of them— 
fifteen in number — escaped through the back 
part of the wareroom, which was left standing. 
The rest are supposed to have perished. At 
the lime we write only four have been found. 
One, a Captain, who was in the cellar, was 
taken out uninjured; two others were taken 
fiom the ruined mass already dead, and 
acother, named Paddy Miles, was dis- 
rove:ed in a manglid condition, and only 
lived two or three hours after being extricated 
from his unfoitunati situation. No more ha - , e 
l*en found, and of course all tbo.e not yet 
reacled and buti?d under the fallen buil iing 
are dead. It wa3 impossible to obtain any re- 
liable particulars last night owing to the con- 
fusion prevailing. Nearly all those who es- 
caped fled perfectly panic stricken and could 
not be found, and these that were found and 
questioned on the subject ccu'.d not tell how 
many were probably killed. 

Since writing the above, we Uarn that o e 
of the men taken out was named JohnO Neal, 
a member of the Twenty- eighth Kentucky, 
but discharged about last Chr'stma3, He leaves 
a wife and five children. A woman and child 
also perished, and the child was found a corpse. 

vpman, the mother of the dead child, has 
not been founl. At the time of the accident 
Bhe was pumping water at the corner of the 
building, on Sixth street, hence was unfortu- 
nately lost under the fated house when it fell. 

i- £35"" Col. Bicbard T. Jacob reached ourc' y 
yesterday, temporarily on business connected 
with his command, which is now at Colun> 
bia, Adair county. He looks the bronzed 
soldier, but is in the enjoyment of excellent 
health, although the flinty couch of war has 
very frequently of late been his lot. As he 
passed through Lebanon on Monday, it being 
court day, his friends insisted upon a speech, 
and, although he had been nearly continuously 
in the saddle since Saturday night, he man- 
aged to speak about an hour, and poured his 
shot as hot and fast into the home secessionists 
as he had done three weeks previously into 
the rebels in arms on the Cumberland. 



Killed — Cnpt. Jame3 Smith, attached to 
Mcrgan'3 guerilla band, was killed near Glas- 
gow last week, and four others lieh>n^ing to the 
Ernie gang, by a detachment of Federal troops' 
' Smith was once a resident of this city, it will 
be remembered by many of our readers, but 
left here early in the rebellion, and joined the 
horde s of Morgan, and has at las met a terrible 
fate. His mother once kept theOrmsby House, 
on Main street, and he lived with her during 
most of the time. 

Dead. — Vol. Jas. W. Craddock, Sixteenth 
Kentucky, died last evening, at 8 o'clock, at 
No. 14, Officers' Hospital, in this city. Col. 
Craddock was a popular and brave comman- 
der, and deservedly possessed the confidence 
and love of his men, who will miss him sadly 
now that he is gone. Thu3 they pass away, 
one by one, the brave, noble defenders of a 
glorious country's honor — lost to us and the 
nation fore vermore! '

AlcKFKEEgiioBO, May 2. 

Gen. I'ayne wiite3 from Gallatin to Gen. 
Rosecrar.s that he has devised and put into 
effect a ).lan of ehantrin? slave labor in li s 
sub-department to compensated labor. Male 
nejfrces are hirei at ei^ht dollars and females 
at live dollars per month to their former mas- 
ters. Written contacts to this effect is en- 
tered into. The plan is working admirably, 
and Gen. Payne says tliat the overseers declare 
they never had so much work done, nor half 
so well, before. 

There is no evidence conclusive that Clay- 
borne's divisions of Brack's army had been 
sent to Vicktburp. Only the two infantry 
divisions of McCown and Breckinridge and 
the cavalry corps of Forrest's, formerly Van 
Dot n's, are known to have gouo. As has been 
suued, doubtless the entire divisions of With- 
ers, Claybor:.e, and Cheatham. The infantry 
brigades of Anderson and Jackson and the 
cavalry divisions of Wheeler and Wharton are 
ia our front. 

CniCAuo, June 2. 

The Convention re-zissenibled at 3 o'clock. 
The attendance was large, though the seats 
were not all occupied. No permanent organ- 
ization was arrived at, t'lougb Gov. King re- 
ported Hon. Hannibal Hamlin President and 
Hen. Hiram Walbridge, who had been unan- 
imously proposed by the New York delega- 
tion in the committee for President, as Vice 
President at large. 

The following additional Vice-Presidents 
are named: Jedcdinh Jewett, New lUmnshire; 
Hon. T. M. Edwards, V.-rmont; Leivis Fallett, 
Mass.. Lorezo Sabine, Rhode Island; Hon. J. 
R. Arnold, Conn.: Hon. Krastus Corning, 0.: 
D. B. Scott, 111.; Hon. Geo. W. Julian Ind.; 
Gen. Jas. W. Singleton, Mich.; A. E. Bissell, 
Wiss. ; Levi Blossom, Minn.; Hon. S. Taylor, 
Iowa; Ebenezer Cook, .Missouri; Geo. Part- 
ridge, Kan ns; Marcus Parrott, District of 
Columbia. For SecrcW.ry at Large, Col. J. W. 
Foster, Illinois. One Secretary for each State 
was named 

The President, on taking lha cha'r, thanked 
tbe Convention lor the honor conferred, and 
spoke biiefly in favor of the object for which 
the Convention had assembled, endorsing it 
not only as a military necessity, but also for 
the increased facilities it would alford for the 
trauEportAtion of the produce of the grsa: and 
growing West. 

The committee reported that a vote by 
States may be called for by any three dele- 
gates present, and in such case each State is to 
have the same number of votes it is entitled to 
in tbe electoral college; each territory aud 
the District of Columbia be entitled to one 
vote; the committee from each State to be ap- 
pointed by their respective delegations to pre- 
pare and report such resolutions as may be 
recommeded for adoption by the Convention; 
all propositions and resolutions presented to 
the Convention shall, before being acted on, 
be referred to enid committee. 

Af er adopling the report the resolution 
passed. The remainder of the afternoon was 
dt voted to hearing speeches on national topics 
from prominent gentlemen present. 

General Walbridge, of New York, after re- 
peated calls, made a few remarks, saying the 
ol ject of the meeting was for practical pur- 
ines, not speech making, and offered a reso- 
luiion in favor of ihe Constitution and the 
Union, which received tremendous applause. 
.- Mr. Drake, of St. Louis, in a speech of an 
hour in length, was in favor of a vigorous 
ptesreution of the war against slavery, de- 
nouncing it as the cause of the rebellion, and 
sayirjg we must crush it or it would cruih us. 
Tue speaker was very severe cn copperheads, 
and was frequei t y interrupt >d by applause. 

1 he Convention then adjourned till 9 o'clock 
to-morrow. 

Nkw York, May 2. 

It is stated that Sam Houston will run for 
Governor of Texa.», with the design of form- 
ing a Republic of Texas. 

The Post's Washington despatch this even- 
it g says that nothing further is known in 
reference to the uiovimeats of Lee, bat there 
are many exciting rumors. One is ihat he is 
marching on Washington. 

Gen. Saxton arrived in Washington to-day 
frcm Port Royal. 

The following is additional new3 from New 
Orleans: 

Rumors frcm Pasc.-.goula reached New Or- 
leans on tho 21st that Mobile hid been attack- 
e<?, and one rebel stated that telegraphic des- 
patches bad been received at Pascagoula from 
Mobile stating that Fort Morgan had gone 
under. Some of the rebels said to our officers, 
''There is glorious new3 for you, but we dare 
not tell you what it ii." 

A letter of the from Bayou Sara state3 
that Dudley's brigade made a reconnoissance 
to within a mile of the Port Hudson ba.teries, 
wLen they asceitained that the rebels had not 
been reinforced. 

A Brasher.r despatch of the 22d ult. states 
that the steamer Louisiana Belle, while en 
route ftcrn Brashear to Washington, withCapt. 
Merrell and company D of the 4th Massacbu- 
tetlscn board, was attacked by guerillas, kill- 
ing Tapt. Alexander, of the steamer, and 
woundingthe pilot and ten soldiers. Our men 
returned the fire, killing several and driving 
them off after an hour and a half s fighting. 
The gnerfllu are supposed to be certain pro- 
fessed Unionists cf Washington. 

The steamer Morning Light ran into the 
stetrccT Creole on the night of the 21st, on the 
Mississippi river, under peculiar circumstances, 
the former sinking on the left bank. The 
Creole was transporting troops from New Or- 
leans to Baton Rouge to reinforce Gen. Augur. 

The steamer Tennessee, from off Galveston 
cn th» 22d, reports the destruction by the gun- 
boat Owafco of the notorious b'.ockade-rua- 
ner West Florida. 

One thousand rebels, sent from New Or- 
leans, are at Pasvagcula, wailing a chance to 
go to Motile. 

Fortress Mokpok, June 1. 

The Richmond Depatch of May 80th says 
lelegrtms announced that Banks had crossed 
bis army at Bayou Sara. This is about tea 
miles abo^ e Port Hudson. His object is to 
get behind the Port and carry it by a land 
attack. This movement is designed to finish 
the work started by Grant and clear the Mis- 
8 ; ssitpi. The new3 will probably be an as3au!t 
uf< u Port Hudson. 

The Charltston Courier of the 20;h contains 
the foi:owipir: 

Oa Wednesday the steamer Eag'.e left 
Nassau for a Confederate port. During the 
right she was fired ir.to and captured by a 
Yankee cruiser. The second shot killed three 
of her crew. 

The Richmond Dispatch of the 2Sth says: 
A private despatch ftm Canton, Mists., dated 
the 26th, says all is well. Vicksburg holds 
ont bravely. 

A fire at Wilmington, N. C, on the 27th, 
destrojed a large warehouse filled with spirits 
of turpentine and 13,000 bales of cotton, tte 
latter mostly belonging to the government. 
The loss is believed lo be very heavy. 

The Richmond Dispatch in an editorial says: 
"The fate cf Vicksburg is still suspended" in 
the balance. Our own telegrams have been 
encourrgirg, but they lack distinctness essen- 
tial in sueh casts to 1 ring entire re'.ief to the 
public mind. The Ynnkee bulletins are un- 
pleasantly detailed and 6pe< i Sc. Tbe suspense 
cannot long continue. The res : .stan?e has 
been from all accounts determined, and let us 
continue lo hope and believe that it will be 
successful." 

New Yoek, June 2. 
The Havana Diario of the 27th, received by 
the Creole, stales that it is in possession of in- 
formation through an authoritative channel 
confirming the accounts of the occupation of 
Puebla by the French, and gives details which 
it calls official. 

New Ycbk, June 2. 

The French transport Lee', from Ve-aCruz, 
19th, arrived this evening. Her Captain doubts 
the capture of Puebla, as dates from Puebla of 
ICth received Bt Vera Crnz represent the Mexi- 
cans then holding half of Puebh, and were 
so strongly fortified that it would take a long 
time to capture them. 

Cairo, June 2. 

A despatch boat from Vicksburg, 2"(h, con- 
firms the sinking of the gunboat Cincinnati 
by shot from rebel batteries. She was ordered 
to move down the river, and, when turning a 
point, she was opened on by several batteries 
from abo^e, which it was supposed had been 
silenced. SLe managed to return to a point 
just rbove the upper batteries, when she sunk 
in fifteen feet water. Fifteen to fortv are re- 
ported killed, drowned, nnd wounded. The 
armament is probably a total loss.

No alarm exists in the Army of the Poto- 
mac concerning the reported rebel movements. 

The Richmond Whig of Saturday contains 
nothing whatever from Vicksburg. That pa- 
per editorially complains of the inefficiency of 
the rebel government. It argues that in the 
first place tbe great error in the conduct of the 
war was making it strictly defensive, andsug 
gests that a dose of the enemy 's own medicine 
would ctuse him to des-st from further inva- 
sion. 

CmcAeio, June 2. 
The proprietors of the Times were notified 
tc-night by Captain Putnam, commanding 
Camp Douglas, that if they attempted to iS3ue 
the payer for to-morrow morning he would, in 
accordance with telegraphic orders from Gen.

J i.dge Drummond, of the United States Court, 
was immediately applied to for a writ enjoin- 
ing bim from my interference whatever with 
theeffice. Up to this hour, midnight, Judge 
D. las not given a dicision. It is thought 
p o 1 able, however, he will grant the writ. A 
feeling of resistance to the military should 
they attempt to carry cut Gen. Ammer's orders 
is obfervhble.

To tht Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Gektlfhen: I would like, through the mt- 
dium of your valuable paper, to expose some 
of the practical workings of the "permit sys- 
tem" in this region, with the hope that it m ly 
have some influence in causing the proper au- 
thorities to settle down upon some system 
that everybody may understand and rely 
upon. About three weeks since I left home 
tor Louisville and Cincinnati, to purchase a 
stock of goods; arriving at Louisville, wa3 
told, not by the Surveyor, but by several 
jrcminent merchants who were anxious to 
sell, that Uiere was no possible chance of ship- 
ping to my town. I went up to Cincinnati, 
produced sat'sfactory proof of ray loyalty, but 
was told by Mr. Carson, the Surveyor, that 
he had positive orders not to permit any goods 
up the Cumberland, but could permit them to 
fcmitl.land if I would get Mr. Tuornberry's. 
(Surveyor at Paducah) special permission 
to ship to that point. I telegraphed to Mr. 
T., tnd received permission to ship a 
limited amount of goods to Smithland. Ar- 
riving at Southland, I found that there were 
goods there for RatclifTe & Garrett, of our 
town, both uncompromising Union men (the 
former having last fall been compelled to re- 
main away from home for several montb3 to 
avoid being murdered for a free expression of 
opinion), and was told by the surveyor, Dr. 
Noel, that they had been there for two weeks, 
and that his orders were imperative not to 
allow any goods to be shipped up the Cum- 
berland, and regretted exceedingly (knowing 
me to be a standfast Union man) that his duty 
compelled bim to have my goods taken off. I 
submitted quietly because" I am always willing 
to be goverrtd ''by the powers that be.'' But 
what was my astonishment, when, five days 
nfief, here comes a merchant of Eddyville, 12 
mi!e8 from our town, 45 uiiies hp the Cum- 
berland, coming directly through from Louis- 
ville to Eddjville. with a large stock of goo is 
without the slightest difficulty— our goods 
still in Smithland — subjecting us to the enor- 
mous expense of reshipping, losing 1 tho sale 
of the goods that will soon be out of season, 
besides not knowing when they will be 
shipped. 

I enter into the detail? because / know by 
dear exnerie&tt that they are facts which 
canuot be denied, and now ask: Why is it 
tLat Mr, James Lester (who is by tbe by a 
good Union man) can ship goods from Louis- 
ville to Eddyville (even powder, ieau, arid 
shot), and we cannot ship further than Smith- 
land, and there have our goods stopped, and 
kept for an indefinite length of time ? 

It can't be that he had stronger letters of 
recommendation than we have, and why such 
partiality is shown is a mystery to me, besides 
an outraged community" who are depending 
upon the loval merchants for necessary sup- 
plies.

Jg^The following is a new method of re- 
pelling cavalry wiih infantry, by Lieut. A. J. 
Fincli, of the lRth Michigan volunteer infant- 
ry formerly of the 1st Michigan Volunteer.:

May 20, 18C3. J 

Mb. Editor: Thinking that the following 
information would bo interesting to the nu- 
merous officers and soldiers of the Army of 
the Cumberland, I avail myself of your val- 
uable cohimns to present it to my friends and 
fellow-soldiers.

A column by division at half distance right 
in front, when the Colonel wishes to form an 
oblique Equare with diagonals, he will com- 
mand: 1, form oblique square and cro38; 2, 
battalion right face; 3, march. 

At the second command the battalion will 
face to the rifiht; at the third, the 1st, 21, 1th, 
and Dth divisions will move to the front; the 
3d division will file to the left. The fourth 
company will halt two paces short of company 
distance, the third company going two paces 
beyond, leaving sufficient space for the 3d di- 
vision to file between. The 1st division will 
halt at company distance, front, face to the 
lear, half wheel to the right and left, face 
about, the first company dressing to the left, 
the second company dressing to tne right, two 
reer-rank men stepping to the rear. The 2d 
division will be faced to the front and dressed 
on the centre. The 3d division will dre38 to 
the right, when the rear-rank will be faced 
about. The 4th division will close upon the 
2d, and face lo the rear %nd dress upon the 
ceDtre. The 5th division will close upon the 
flank of the 3d, half wheel to the right and 
left, face about, the ninth company dressing to 
the left; the tenth company to the right upon 
the outer files of the -1th division, the rear- 
rank men stepping to the rear in order to dress 
upon an angle, receiving the proper commands 
from their respective captains. 
to nsnrcs an obliqub square with diago- 
nals. 

I. Reduce square and cros3. 2. First and 
fifth division, right and left into line, wheel. 
3. March. 

At the second command, the first and fifth 
divisions will wheel into line, the fifth divis- 
ion faciDg about. The Colonel, seeing the 
wheel nearly completed, will command for- 
ward, and add march as soon as the com- 
panies are on the line, when the first and 
second divisions will move forward, guiding 
to the left. The commandant of the third 
division will give the order format d, by file 
right, and command march as soon as his flank 
is unmasked By the second. Halt in person, 
ol'owing the fifth company to file past him. 
when he will command, by the left Jlank, left 
company into line, and add march the in3tant 
the last file has turned to the right. At the 
commnnd, by the left Hank, given by the 
commandant of the third division, command- 
ants cf the fourth and fifth divisions will 
ccmniand, forward, guide left, and repeat the 
command march. 

The advantages clamed by the above for- 
mation are: 

1st. While it possesses every advantage of 
the oblique fquare, causing the enemy to 
change direction before he can charge, it is 
formed more readily. 

2d. It reduces the front nearly one half. 

3d. By causing the first and fifth divisions 
to kueel, thesecoid, third, and fourth divis- 
ions can deliver a destructive fire upon any 
one or all points from which they may be as- 
eailed. dl 

Munfokdvillh, Kt., May 29, 1863. 
To the Editort of the Louisville Journal: 

Gk.ntlembn: As I defire to continue reading 
your paper, which is considered by the sol- 
diers at this Post and the good citizens of Hart 
county, as being a paper that is true to the 
mighty struggle in which Kentucky is in- 
volved, without any selfish motives, and is 
unswervingly devoted to the citizens of 
America and the good name of Kentucky, 
you will phase send me a copy during the 
month of June. Could you but witness the 
anxiety of both soldiers and citizens at this 
Poet to read the Journal, you could at once 
conceive of the true feelings of this command. 
The character of your paper is peimanently 
established, and no one in the vicinity dare 
reproach it or its Editor. It is trne that we 
have a few rebel sympathizers around U3, bat 
they are very prudent in their manner 
of conduct toward the command at this 
Poet. They find nothing in our conduct that 
deserves repre*ach, their private property is 
protected, and there is not a single soldier of 
this command that would lay violent hands 
on anything that was not his own. Their 
hearts are too stout to condescend to do any 
act that would be detrimental to onr Govern- 
ment, or the true patriotism of Kentucky's 
loyal sons. They know themselves, they 
know what liberty means, they know for 
whom the Constitution and its laws were in- 
stituted — for those who love and obey them. 
The spirit which controls the soldiers of the 
13th, 27tb, and 33d Kentucky Volunteer In- 
fantry is not that of despondency, as is the 
case with one or two regiments that I know 
of. Though the policy on which this war is at 
present conducted does not meet their appro- 
bation, they are buoyed by the hope that truth 
and justice, will (ere our nation bo plunged 
into irreparable ruin) rise in their majesty 
and strength to heap curses upon those 
who have disowned the Constitution, and who 
have turned enemies to natioinl character, 
and, in the wickedness of their corrupt hearts, 
planted their feet in determination for the des- 
truction of our liberty and civilization. Let 
U3 not indulge any longer in the fruitless 
thought of softening their hellish passions by 
kind words and offerings. They have laugh- 
ed to scorn nil that is upright and holy, and 
given their whole thoughts to the destruction 
of our national liberty; then it would be real- 
ly unwise in us to hesitate to thrust the dag- 
ger into the heart of treason while we have an 
opportunity of checking its career. The 
warning voice of antiquity has been repeated 
in their ears by the best men of our nation; 
but they have turned deaf ears to it all; then 
let them meet the doom that awaits all trai- 
tors. "I love the youth of the land who turn 
not back from the howling blasts nor shrink 
under the blaze of the booming cannon," but 
who are ready to undertake anything 
within the range of possibility which 
justice demands. The troops at this post 
are being paid off up to the 1st of May. They 
ate in fine spirits, and feel confidence in tho 
intention of the authorities to pay them prompt- 
ly. They speak in the highest terms of Major 
Terrell, who has paid us since we have been 
stationed here, and he is quite energetic in hi3 
business, and seems to fee! a deep interest in 
the welfare of the soldiers. He is very worthy 
of the duty assigned to him by the government. 
To-day is quite pleasant; we have had a de- 
lightful rain which has lain the dust that has 
been so intensely disagreeable. Everything 
bears a more cheering aspect. The fields and 
woods look quite green and beautiful from the 
effect of the refreshing rain, and it would be 
almost impossible to imagine a spot more 
sweetly romantic, more elegantly beautiful, 
of more paradisiacal loveliness than is the 
country round abound Munfordville at this 
time of the year. But as you no longer ap- 
. preciate a description of a romantic scene. I 
shall not give you my reflections upon tni3 
subject; and, believing your policy to be a 
vciy good one in time of war, let it suffice 
to say that a meditation (in solitude di- 
vine retreat) is very agreeable during 
hours when we cannot serve onr coun- 
try in some way. There is one thing of 
which I have failed to speak, which is the 
cause of my letter. It is doubced by some 
that I am in favor of the proseeation of this 
war, from the reason that I claim that the 
abolition of slavery in the States now in re- 
bellion is not absolutely requisite for the suc- 
cess of the Federal cause; and in order to 
undeceive my friends on this subject (they 
will know my writing by my signature) I 
would say to them that I am for a rigid pro3- 
ecution of the war until this rebellion shall 
perish at the point of the bayonet, though it 
cost the sacrifice of many precious lives. It 
would be selfish, and overrating our own 
value, to presume that our blood is more pre- 
cious than our fathers', who bled and died in 
freedom's cause that we, their posterity, 
might enjoy the privileges which they 
have purchased by their lives. No nobler 
blood ever trickled in the veins of man thin 
those who made the dear purchase of our Re- 
public; and while we feel their blood warmly 
circulating through our own hearts, let us not 
yield their honor and dignity to traitors who 
never knew them as patriots did; let us 
still sustain the honor of their graves, and, in 
the language of the distinguished Webster, we 
can proclaim "let us not retire from this occa- 
sion without a deep and solemn conviction of 
the duties which have devolved upon us; this 
lovely land, this glorious liberty, these benign 
institutions, the dear purchase of our fathers, 
are ours; ours to enjoy, ours to preserve, ours 
to transmit. Generations past, and genera- 
tions to come, hold us responsible for this sa- 
cred trust." M.

Lbranon, Ky., May 29, 1803. 

The fight which Colonel Jacob had with 
. Morgan at the mouth of Greasy creek on the 
Uth instant was much more desperute than 
generally supposed, and the issues that it de- 
cided wire of the greatest importance to the 
State; for, had Morgan succeeded in destroy- 
ing or capturing Colonel Jacob's force, hi 
could have immediately crossed the Cumber- 
land river and dashed into the heart of Ken- 
tucky and out again before a sufficient cav- 
alry force could have beeu organized to 
pursue him. His force was large — estimated 
at from 4,000 at 0,000— and he could h ive done 
an immenfe amount of damage had lie suc- 
ceeded in li is intention. You have published 
many of the particulars of the battle, yet I beg 
permission to call your attention to sonij of 
the facts connected with it. 

Col. Jacob's command consisted of about 500 
men, 350 of the 20th Michigan, under the Lt. 
Colonel of that regiment, 100 men of the 12th 
Kentucky Cavalry, commanded by Lieut. Col. 
Holman, and near 50 men of the 9th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry (the cavalry was dismounted), 
under the charge of Captain Searcy. These 
troops were seni out by Jacob to break up a 
rebel camp some six miles south of the Cum- 
berland River. They were entirely success- 
ful. 

Clukc and Chenault, with their respective 
commands, imagining that 400 or 500 Yan- 
kees would be easily whipped, attacked them 
with a superior force. A sharp engagement 
of 4"> minutes took place. The enemy was 
punished severely and compelled to fall back. 
Morgan reinforred them with his whole com- 
mand, near 6,000 men, and pressed back to the 
banks of the Cumberland river the Federal 
force. Jacob fought them contesting every 
inch of the ground. 

No doubt Morgan anticipated an easy victo- 
ry over Jacob when he had been completely 
surrounded on the banks of a river, swollen 
by recent rains, and which Jacob could only- 
cross in a small flat concern honored with the 
name of a ferry boat. 

When thus surrounded, a severe fight took 
place. Several brilliant bayonet charges were 
made under the direction of Lieut. Colonel 
Holman, and the rebels, who attempted fre- 
quently to capture the one piece of artillery 
of the 24th Indiana battery, which Jacobs had 
with him, were repulsed every time with se- 
vere loss. The gallantry of the 20th Michi- 
gan is highly spoken of by the commanding 
officers, andCapt. Searcy and his little band of 
the Ptli Kentucky covered themselves with 
glory. Lieut. Col. Holman and the 12th, as I 
have said, made several brilliant charges, and 
every time compelled the enemy to fall back. 

Morgan, imagining that he had sufficiently 
whipped Jacob, sent in a flag of truce de- 
manding a surrender, but Jacob declined, and 
under the immediate fire of the enemy crossed 
the river with his whole command, brought 
away his artillery, took a position north of the 
river, and prevented Morgan from crossing in 
pursuit; and he did this with but small loss. 
Tbey were fighting near eight hours. The 
Federal loss was 43 killed, wounded, and 
missing. The rebel loss was estimated at 117. 
These figures show how desperate was the bat- 
tle, and these facts show the consummate skill 
of Jacob as a commander, and the gallantry 
and courageous bearing of all the officers and 
men engaged. The gun that Jacob had, be- 
longing to the 2 1th Indiana battery, was splen- 
didly bandied and was very destructive to the 
rebels. This fight undoubtedly deterred Mor- 
gan from entering Kentucky. 

No fear is felt in respect to a rebel raid. We 
are safe. No news from the front. 

Circuif Court is now in progress. A case 
will come np next Wednesday which is of 
considerable importance^ A citizen of this 
county was arrested in 1861 by the Deputy 
U. S. Marshal and had a pair of pistols and a 
volume of tactics taken from him. The Mar- 
shal arrested him because he was supposed to 
be connected with a State Guard rebel com- 
pany then beiDg formed near Haysville. The 
citizen now saes the Marshal for |SO0 damages 
for arresting him and for the pistol. Last 
Saturday the defendant moved that he be per- 
mitted to transfer the case from the Marion 
Circuit Court to the U. S. District Court at 
Louisville. The attorney for plaintiff, L. H. 
Noble, charged that the act of Congress au- 
thorizing the transfer *f such a suit from the 
Circuit to the U. S. District Court was uncon- 
stitutional. Next Wednesday is set for the 
discussion of the question. T. Shuck 4 
Woods, and C. S. Hill are attorneys for de- 
fendant. I will report the case. 

There is Ihe importance connected with the 
case. At the time of the arrest companies 
were being formed to join the Confederacy. 
Proof positive could not alway3 be obtained 
concerning the guilt of partiea thus engaged. 
The Marshal was frequently necessitated to 
arrest on suspicion. Now shall these Mar- 
shals, who were performing their duty, be 
sued by every rebel in th« country?

Rmxnra and. H A nvF3Tiso Han.-. -The life or death- 
following, upon Hit? above subject, ia from an 
admirable ef?ay upon Hemp Culture by An- 
tLtny Kilgore, of ;il»3on county, Ky. It waj 
writtt n at tlft request of Mr. Bradford, Presi- 
dent of the Kenturky Agriculture Society, n t 
tbe ;upge3tion of Wm. Duane Wjlson, of Iowa. 
We ial.e it from the Illinois State Society's 
Quarterly, to which Mr. B. furnished the es- 
say. As ihe season for sowing is over, we 
emit that portion of the essay relative to the 
kind of soil, its preparation, etc: 

The maturity of the crop is indicated by a 
change of color in the leaf, it gradually fading 
from a deep green to a paler hue; also a shed- 
ding of the leaves, beginning at the bottom of 
tbe leaves and gradually extending ud the 
stalk. 

The male plants ripen fully fen days in ad- 
vance of the female, and, in some countries, 
where labor i3 worth next to nothing, the mile 
is first harvusted by bcinjr drawn up by the 
roots, the female being left standing; in our 
country such a mode of harvesting is imprac- 
ticable; hence the American grower mnst di- 
vide the time, as near as may be, between the 
earlier and later ripening, and thus secure the 
best results possible under the circumstances. 
The male plant is covered with very minute 
pods, hearing pollen, which at maturity burst 
and fill the whole atmosphere. It may be seen 
when tho crop is stirred by a brisk breeze ris- 
ing in immense clouds and floating away from 
the field. When this is seen in addition to the 
indications previously named, the crop is ready 
for the knife. 

This instrument is of a peculiar shape, per- 
fected by leng experience, and need not here 
be described, a3 they can be purchased in the 
hemp region of Kentucky, of almost any 
sniln. The ancient mannerof harvesting was 
by prilling as with llax, but this mode has 
long fince been abandoned in favor of the 
hemp-hcok, as the knife is called. Of late 
years, J. B. McCormick, of St. Louis, and Ver- 
sailles, Ky., has patented hemp-cutting ma- 
chinery as aa attachment to the McCormick 
reaper. The wtiter has used the attachment 
and considers it a perfect success; it will su- 
persede the book in all level lands, and must 
prove well adapted to Iowa use. In Kentucky, 
some of her best hemp landslip so rolling and 
rough as to perhaps preclude its use. If the 
crop is to be cut with the hook, the operator- i3 
required to cut at one through a width corre- 
sponding to the length of the hemp and as close 
to the ground as possible, spreading his hemp in 
his rear in an even, smooth swath, where it re- 
mains exposed to the sun's rays, until it is prop- 
erly cured and the leaves sulliciently dried to 
detach easily. This last operation is sometimes 
omitted by crreless growers, ana some contend 
without injury. The hemp can be shocked or 
ttcoked (as the Yankee would say) with more 
compactness without tbe leaves than with 
them, and any operation having an influence 
upon the future security of the staple from 
dampness or atmospheric influenc?, is certain- 
ly important; tbe perfect detachment of all 
the leaves should then in nowise be omitted. 
No time should be lost after tbe stalk is cured 
in getting the crop up and in neat shocks. 
Kvcry additional day's exposure to sun, wind, 
rain, or dew, is deteriorating its quality and 
subtiacting from itsquantity; the brighter the 
stalks can be secured the bettor. The same 
rules will apply to hemp that obtain in secur- 
ing good nay. The operator, in taking up 
the hemp, uses n rnde stick cut from the 
blanches of the nearest tree, about the length 
and weight of a htavy hicl'ory walking cane, 
taking care to use a fork of the branch. Wish 
this primitive but very effective tool, he can 
rapidly draw the stalks into bunches of the 
proper size for sheaves. 

In operating he throws his rude hook for- 
ward its whole length, and suddenly draws it 
towards him, each motion making a bunch; 
this he raises quickly from the ground, and, 
with his hook, by a few well directed strokes, 
divests the plant of its leaves; he then binds, 
his sheaf with its own stalks, and passes on to 
repeat the operation. Other laborers follow 
and place the hemp in neat clo3e shocks of con- 
venient size, securing the top by a n,eat band 
made of hemp stalks themselves, after tbe 
manner of shocking corn. Here it is suffered 
to remain nntil thewhole crop is thus secured; 
as soon thereafter as possible, selecting clear 
dry weather for the operation, the whole crop 
is to be secured by ricking or stacking. 

The same roles are to bo observed ia stack- 
ing as with grain — the object being to keep 
tbe crop secure and dry until the proper timo 
for rotting arrives; in the latitude of Ken- 
tucky about the middle of October is the prop- 
er time. The crop must be retained in the 
rick or stack, until the summer heats and 
rains have passed, and frost appears instead of 
dew;*the whole crop is then removed from the 
rick and rehauled back on the same ground 
on which it grew, there to be spread in thin 
swaths for rotting, where it remains without 
turning until properly rotted. This is indi- 
cated by the fibre freely parting from the stalk, 
and the dissolution by the action of the ele- 
ments of the peculiar substance that causes it 
to adbeie thereto. This stage is only to be 
learned to perfection by practical expe- 
rience, yet the novice must have some 
information to enable him to begin to learn, 
and it is easily acquired by any one 
the least observant. When the operator finds 
his hemp sufficiently rotted, the wooden hook 
is sgain brought into requisition for drawing 
once more the swaths in convenient bunches. 
The hemp will ha7e lost much of its weight, 
and can be bunched and shocked with less la- 
bor than at first, besides, at this last shocking, 
the binding i3 to be omitted entire; the hemp 
is to be carefully and neatly bandied, all tang- 
ling" to be avoided, and placed again in neat 
shocks and firmly bound at the top. Then 
comes the last and crowning operation, the 
breaking and dressing the fibre or lint for the j 
market. The peculiar brake to be used, like 
the knife or hook for tutting, needs no I 
description; they are manufactured in the | 
old hemp regions at a cost of absut $5 i 
each, and from long experience have been ! 
perfectly adapted to the uses required. 
The new beginner would save time and | 
money by ordering a sample brake, from 
which any carpenter can manufacture as de- 
sired. The crop is broken in this climate di- 
rectly from the shock iu the open field by the 
removal of the brake from shock to shock as 
fast as broken. In Iowa, owing to the severity 
of the climate, it would probably be necessary 
to remove the rotted hemp to the barn, where 
the labor of breaking could be more certainly 
performed. The coldest and clearest weather 
is the best for this operation — in fact excess 
of dampness in the atmosphere suspends this 
latter altogether. The breaking process is 
laborious, yet more depends ou the skill 
than the strength of the laborer. 

I have endeavored to describe the whole 
process as practised by the best growers in 
Kentucky. The same mode will certainly ap- 
ply to Iowa up to the rotting process. With 
her advantages, steeping in soft water is en- 
tirely practicable, by which she will produce 
an article of water-rotted hemp perhaps in no 
respect inferior to the highest priced Russian, 
wkich ii fully double the value of American 
dew-rotted, the only aort produced in this 
State. The writer is apprehensive that the 
seasons aro too short in Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Iowa for the successful growth of seed — a 
defect easily remedied by the purchase of 
seeds grown in more Southern latitudes, but 
not the shadow of a doubt exists in his mind 
that tbey can, at the very first effort, produce 
better hemp than any territory South. Time, 
be thinks, will demonstrate that Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin compose the true 
hemp region of tho American continent.
